Governor 
to By Pass 
Conference 


LITTLE ROCK (AP) - 
Gt>V, 


Oval E. Faubus will bypass this 
year's National Governors Cph« 
ference because he doesn't|tninlt 
it worth the expense of traveling 
to Hawaii. 


"These conference seem to be 


developing into more of an outing 
than a work conference anyhow," 
Faubus told newsmen today. 


He was also critical of the wax 


he said some governors changed) 
positions after the conferences. 


Faubus said a round trip to 


Hawaii for the June^ 21-2!% con- 
ference would cost $790. 


'By the time 1 buy tickets for 


Mrs. Fuabus and others 
whr^ 


would want to go I would be out 
$4,000 or $5,000," he said. 


Faubus could use state money, 


for such a trip, but said he didn'f 
think this would be proper. 


"Besides when we agree to do 


one thing at the conference, they

do something else," Faubus add- 
ed.He said last year's conference 
agreed to oppose extension of a 
one-cent federal gasoline tax due 
to expire July 1 but that he re- 
cently got a telegram from Col.

Steven McNichols, con - 


ference chairman, urging him to 
support the extension.
